CONTESTS IN CONGRESS. 

A year ago this congress promised 
more prolific of contests than any ot its 
predecessors. No less than forty cases of dis- 
puted seats were reporied. The passion of 
the recent election bad not cooled sufticiently 
for the defeated candidates to appreciate the 
fact thatthey had actually been beaten and 
to look at their fate with cool deliberate 
judgment. That many of them have done 
sO since is shown by the comparatively smal! 
number ef contests now awaiting the dects- 
ion of the house. The following are all that 
I can find: Alabama, fourth district, Craig 
vs. She‘ley; lowa, fifth district, Frederick ys. 
Wilson; Indiana, seventh district, English vs. 
Peelle; Missouri, ninth district, McLean vs. 
Boadhead; Ohio, seventh district, Campbell 
vs. Morey, eighteenth district, Wallace vs. 
McKinley; Virginia, Massey vs. Wise at 
large, first district, Garrison ys. Mayo, sey- 
enth district, O'Farrell ys. Paul; New Mexi- 

_cO, Manzanares vs. Luna. In the first North 
Carolina district case the point will be raised 
.hat the election which gave a certificate to 
Thomas G. Skinner as successor to Walter 
Pool, deceased, was illegal. If that point is 
not sustained C. C. Pool, brother of the de- 
ceased member,will go on with a regular con- 
test for Skinner’s seat. 

The Chalmers-Manning case from Missis- 
sippi is hardly areguiar contest, Mr. Manning 
never having occupied the seat this session 
and having declared he would rest his case on 
the record to the judgement of the house. 
The impression seems to be that Chalmers 
will get the seat. The point has been raised 
in the case of Judge Samuel R. Peters, one of 
the Kansas congressmen at large, that he 
held a state judgeship at the time of his elec- 
tion and was therefore disqualified. 
This objection will be quickly disposed of. 
It bas been settled in congress time and time 
again that no state can make any law to take 
from or add to the qualifications for congress- 
men iaid down in constitution. Judge 
Peters fills all those requirements and wiil 
not be disturbed. He deteated his opponent 
by over sixteen thousand majority. John 
Paul, of Virginia, sent his certificate 
of election to the clerk, but 
subsequently resigned to go on the federal 
bench. O’Ferrill had, however, already en- 
tered on thecontest and it is though wil! show 
that he fairly beat Paul. In view of this 
contestno new election has been ordered, 
and the district is unrepresented asyet. The 
only contests that bid fair to provoke much 
discussion are those from Ohio and Virginia. 
Parson Massey was several thousand yotes be- 
hind John Wise, but he has been working up his 
case With great energy and promises some 
startling revelations as to thefraudsof the 
Mahone gang. Toe seat Mayo over Garrison 
by a majority of one it was necessary to throw 
out several hundred votes. In Ohio McKin- 
ley had only eight majority over Wallace and 
Morey only fifteen over Campbell. It would 
seem that one of these republican statesmen 
must necessari ky lose his seat 
as the returning board made a 
decision to seat Morey and squarely reversed 
itto seat McKinley. No such feeling is 
likely to arise in any of these cases as was 
displayed in the last congress when the 
Mackey-Dibble case broke through the dead 
lock by the enactment of an arbitrary gag 
law and the house went to pieces in a storm 
that threatened more than one personal diffi- 
culty.

STRUGGLING AMONG THE PRECEDENTS,

been redistricted, the second election was held 
in the old district, and not as in the pending 
in thenew. ‘There was, he admitted, a 
precedent to be found in Perkins in the 3lst 
congress, which might be cited to strengthen 
Skinners position. Perkins was elected from 
a new district to filla vacancy occurring in 
an old district, and he was admitted to his 
seat by a vote of 98 to 90, but all authorities 
presented for questioning the 
soundness of that decision.

A REPUBLICAN BREAK FROM KEIFER. 

Mr. Belford, of Colorado, said that in the 
blazing lightof the 19th century he thought 
that the re public an and democrati parties 

ould afford to be honest. Each had en- 
dured, as the fortune of parties had alter- 
nated, a large number of pulitical outrages. 
Chey had beeu practiced on both and 
it was idle to conceal their commitment. 
Now a gentleman comes to the house claim- 
ing to be a representative elect from North 
Carolina, and bearing a certificate from the 
ypovernor of that state. It was his deliberate 
judgment that the gentleman should be 
sworn in on the prima facie case, whether he 
was a democrat, a greenbacker, ora republi- 
can. He thought that the position of the 
gentleman from Ohio (Keifer) was unsound. 
and could be overcome with purely 
logical re soning, and if the house 
should itself up to ignore.

WasHiInGtTon, December 19.—Mr. Curtis, 
member of the eommission appointed by the 
president to investigate the diseases among 
swine, has just returned from the west and 
submitted his report to Commissioner Loring, 
ot the department of agriculture. Mr. Curtis 
visited allof the great packing houses in 
Chicago, examined thecondition of the hogs 
on the farms, and reporis that there is a great 
deal less disease among the western swine 
than has been reported. So far as feeding is 
concerned he is satified that it is conducted 
ia a manner conducive to the 
health of the animals and he 
declares that there absolutely 
no foundation for the reports that have been 
circulated to the effect that hogs are fed on 
offal from the slaughter houses and farms. 
Mr. Curtis expresses the opinion that two in- 
spec tors,with one or more laboring assistants, 
in each packing house, will be suflicient to 
thoroughly inspect ali tbe pork for foreign 
or domestic markets. rhe report 
states that the western people 
were found to be extremely anxious for the 
adoption of some efticient system of inspec- 
tion of pork, so that they themseives, as well 
as the foreign market, may be protected 
against trichins and similar diseases, 
Therefore they were willing to 
co-operate heartily with every 
attempt made {by the goverament to give 
American pork a good reputation, bused 
upon its thoroughly good quality. It is sug- 
gested to Commissioner Loring that the west- 
ern hogs might be improved by an infusion 
of new blood of good quality, as the close

The card rate remains unchanged 
Lhe stoppage w ill throw several thousand men 
outofemployment. The manufacturers hope 
by the suspension to improve the trade. Em- 
pioyes are very dependent, having already 
lost nearly four months this year by similar 
suspensions. This afternoon 4,400 men em- 
ployed in the national tube works at Mckees 
port, were notified ofa general reduction on 
January Ist. If the terms are not accepted 
the works will close down indefinitely after 
that date. The Manchester iron 
and steel company’s furnace will suspend 
operation on Saturday, throwing 
300 men out of work. The galvanizers in 
Oliver & Roberts wire mill struck to-day, be- 
cause non union machinists had taken the 
places of the strikers who went out two weeks 
azo. The Vait iron works at Apollo, Penn- 
syivania, which closed down a fortnight ago 
on account of the strike resumed operations 
to-day, the men accepting the reduction. 

Boston, December 19.—A dispatch from 
Willimantic, Conn., reports that the -Wil- 
limantic Thread company, employing over 
1,000 hands, contemplates reducing its opera- 
tions, owing to the dull times, andthata 
proposition is under consideration to 
sell its great number of mills recently 
finished to the Pullman car company. The 
report says thatthe Pullman car company 
would utilize it for its eastern branch works.

JUDGE ERSKINE'S RESIGNATION. 

It has been understood for some time past 
that the judgeship of the United States dis- 
trict court for the Southern district of Geor- 
gia was liable to be vacated any day by the 
voluntary resignation of the venerable judge 
who, for nearly a score of years, has so worth- 
ily worn the ermine, and administered the 
law both wisely and well. Underthecircum- 
stances, the announcement in another column 
to the effect ‘that Judge Erskine forwarded 
his resignation yesterday to Washington will 
not create any surprise. 

Judge Erskine retires from the bench after 
more than eighteen vears of arduous and 
faithful service. Appointed at the 
earliest stage of the recon- 
struction period, when the sur- 
rounding influences were of such a nature 
that many federal judges carried a bitter and 
aggressive partisan spirit into the halls of 
justice, Judge Erskine distinguished him- 
self from first to last by thrusting partisan- 
ship behind him, and by discharging the 
duties of his important office in a broad and 
liberal spirit. During the reconstruction era 
it became his duty to pass upon yarious laws 
which were obnoxious to our people; but 


such was his freedom from anything like po- 


litical or sectional prejudice that his course 
provoked no complaint from the country, the 
government, the bar or the people. 

The retiring judge leaves behind him an 
able and a spotless record. Full of years and 
honors, he retires to the well-earned repose 
of private life, with the best wishes of hosts 
of friends, and without a single enemy.
